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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claiml-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wehrly et al. (4,945,954), hereinafter Wehrly, in view of Falstrom (1,801,490). 

Wehrly teaches a punch apparatus comprising a punch 12, a die 26 and fitting jigs 
22. See Figs. 2-10. Wehrly teaches fitting jigs in cylindrical shape. Falstrom teaches 
fitting jigs 6 in block shape. See Fig. 4. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to replace Wehrly 's fitting jigs with Falstrom' s fitting jigs since it is easier to 
manufacture the jigs in block form and the recess areas in the die and the punch in form 
of planar surface to accommodate the jigs. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10 and 1 1 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see the Remarks filed on 04/06/2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-6 and 9 under Falstrom and France have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Wehrly and Falstrom.
